The Centre, for those who are unfamiliar with this 
university-based resource, offers a unique program of 
creative arts therapies primarily for adults with 
developmental disabilities.

After the second 
year, the Centre produces a full-scale musical production 
with its participants in the lead roles. The Centre is a 
training and research facility for graduate students in art 
therapy and drama therapy, and the Centre hires skilled 
professionals in music therapy and dance/movement 
therapy to run groups as well.

She is looking 
forward to performing solo, in duets and in a trio, with the 
Ellingtons. The show is titled “i Can” and will be a 
celebration of the arts which are featured at the Centre.
